Majka said the press was ex- 
cluded from the Cincinnati meet> 
ing and that no announcement 
had yet been made of the parly's 
formation. 

National officers of the new 
parly, Majka said, included T. 
Coleman Andrews Jr. of Virgin- 
ia, national chairman; William 
Davis of Tennessee, Vice Chair- 
man; William Shepley of Ohio, 
Secretary; Vaughn Griffin, Ver- 
mont, treasurer; and Keith 
Green, California, parliamentar- 
ian. 


“The geographical distribution 
of parly officers bespeaks of a 
truly national parly,” Majka 
said. 

He said the parly would hold 
a convention in 1972 to nominate 
candidates for president and 
vice president. 

The American Party of Dela- 
ware formalized its party struc- 
ture at its first statewide cor*, 
vention here April 26.
